COURT BLOCKS 


MOVE TO QUASH 


TWO DETAINERS! 


The 
petition 
of Franklin 
D. 
Sterner, Hanover, that detainers 
against him be quashed was dis­ 
missed 
by the Adams County 
court in an opinion handed down 
today. 
The court said that 
Sterner 
wanted two detainers on charges 
of burglary and larceny placed 
against him by an Adams County 
justice of the peace, while Ster­ 
ner was a penitentiary prisoner 
on a sentence from York County, 
quashed because “ of delay in 
prosecution.” 
According to the opinion, the 
prisoner holds his constitutional 
rights to a speedy trial have been 
violated. The court maintained 
that on May 6. 1959, when Ster­ 
ner first asked some action be 
taken in connection with the de­ 
tainers, Sterner said he was en­ 
tering guilty pleas. He now wishes 
to withdraw the plea. 
The court listed the dates of 
grand jury meetings to show that 
it would have been impossible to 
have a trial since he changed his 
plea and noted that the statute 
requirement for a “ speedy trial” 
lists a time of 180 days during 
which trial must be brough!.. “ As­ 
suming the statute would apply to 
a prosecution pending before a 
justice of the peace »the time* 
would not expire until November, 
1959.” 
The court held that there “ is 
no merit in the petitioner’s re­ 
quest,” and dismissed the peti-| 
ion at the cost of the petition 
er.”

Abraham Lincoln wa* tho 


first American to have his 
portrait appear on a coin of 
the United States, according 
to Dr. R. Gerald McMurtry, 
director of the Lincoln National 


Life 
Foundation 
in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. It was in August, 
1909, during the one hundredth 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth, 
that the Lincoln one cent piece 
was put in circulation, he said. 
The head of Lincoln was 
placed on the penny only after 
much 
opposition. 
Sentiment 
had been decidedly against the 
use of 
portraits 
of 
public 
men 
on coins of the land. 
Dr. McMurtry recalled that 
one 
editorial 
writer had 
commented: 
“ No President, 
with the possible exception 
of Washington, occupies any 
such relation to the American 
people as justifies his being 
memorialized on our coins.” 
It 
was 
largely 
through 
the leadership of Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
who 
was then 
President, that the necessary 
legislation 
was 
enacted 
to

God 


We Trust,” which had not

cent

previously, was 
appropriately

and 
a 
half 
before 
Lincoln’s assassination. Another 
coincidence is found in the 
fact that the bronze penny 
first came from the mint in 
1864 while Abraham Lincoln 
was President.

something wrong with the lawn.

Moss is 
usually associated with low fer­ 
tility, poor drainage, high soil 
acidity 
improper watering, too 
much shade, soil compaction, or 
a combination of these factors. 
Lack of fertility and poor drain­ 
age are most common causes of 
moss. A regular balanced fertilizer 
program, including lune, will help 
prevent moss.

disease of cattle that appears 
every year during periods of hot 
dry weather. Although the disease 
never kills animals it does inter­ 
fere with growth and weight gains 
in beef cattle, and it may cut 
milk production as much as 25 
per cent in dairy herds. 
Penn State University veterin­ 
arians say there is no specific 
prevention or cure for the disease, 
but much can be done to minimize 
losses. At the first sign of exces­ 
sive watering of the eyes, they 
advise applying one of the newer 
treatments

veterinarian. Early treatment is 
usually very effective. After the 
disease gets a few days start, 
treatment may have to be con­ 
tinued for many days, and results 
may be disappointing. 
These management hints arc 
listed which may help in con­ 
trolling the disease: 
Regularly spray cattle for flies; 
which may be carriers of this 
infection. 
Isolate affected cattle and k*>ep 
them in a darkened stable during 
the bright hours of the day.
